Skating rink 
planned for 
town gardens 


NEWMARKET could get an ice 
rink this Christmas as part of a 
winter wonderland in the town. 

The week-long attraction 
would transform the Memo¬ 
rial Gardens into a Christmas- 
themed grotto peppered with ice 
sculptures, LED light shows and 
even some fake snow to give the 
gardens a festive feel. 

The town council’s leisure ser¬ 
vices committee voted to set 
aside £9,300 of funding for the 
event at a meeting on Monday. 

Councillors also voted to seek 
sponsorship from other organisa¬ 
tions to support the event, which 
would run from December 20 to 
24, and replace the usual Christ¬ 
mas lights switch-on. 

Cllr Peter Hulbert, of Sever- 
als ward, said: “I think it is a very 
good idea. 

“I think it would put Newmar¬ 
ket on the map and it would be 
be better than what lots of other 
places do at Christmas. I just 
hope we can afford it. 

“Everybody heads to Bury St 
Edmunds or Cambridge for the

Christmas markets as we don’t 
have anything like that here but if 
we can keep some of them in the 
town that would be great.” 

The five-day attraction would 
offer different entertainment 
each day, including stilt walkers 
and street performers, as well as 
the 15 by 15 sq m ice rink which 
would be installed at the ‘dipped’ 
end of the gardens. 

Cllr Warwick Hirst, who repre¬ 
sents Severals ward, said: “I have 
run it past the retailers and they 
are in complete support.” 

Town clerk Isabelle Barrett said: 
“I think this will be a good thing 
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to do for the whole of the com¬ 
munity. It will bring in lots of 
people from surrounding villages 
and hopefully attract some peo¬ 
ple from Cambridge and Bury St 
Edmunds. 

“It will be fantastic, I really be¬ 
lieve that.” 

The news has been wel¬ 
comed by retailers, who have 
complained in the past that the 
Christmas switch-on does not 
attract enough people into the 
shops as the action is focused at 
the top of the High Street. 

Diane Robertshaw, chair of the 
Newmarket Retailers Association 
and manager at Waitrose in Fred 
Archer Way, said: “I think it will be 
well receieved. We just have got 
to get around the table with the 
council to discuss this. They have 
approached us but we haven’t 
spoken about it in depth yet. 

“It certainly seems like a much 
better idea than any we have had 
before.” 

The plan will go to the full 
council for approval at the end of 
the month.

THE BIOGRAPHER of a for¬ 
mer world speedway cham¬ 
pion who is charged with 
rape and sexual assault, has 
told a court that he found 
him to be “honest” and 
“straightforward in admit¬ 
ting his mistakes”. 

Anthony McDonald, giv¬ 
ing evidence at Ipswich 
Crown Court, said a series 
of taped interviews for the 
book had allowed Michael 
Lee, 55, to “purge his soul”. 

Lee, of Freckenham Road, 
Worlington, admitted that 
he had used cannabis and 
cocaine but said he had not 
used any illegal substances 
for almost a decade before 
the biography was pub¬ 
lished in 2010, according to 
Mr McDonald. 

Under cross examination

from prosecutor Charles 
Myatt, Mr McDonald said 
he could not recall whether 
he knew at the time of Lee’s 
conviction for growing can¬ 
nabis in 2007. 

Mr McDonald said he had 
no reason not to believe 
what Lee told him but was 
also unable to be certain 
that what was being said 
was true. People he spoke to 
about Lee during research 
for the book had described 
him as a “good man”, said Mr 
McDonald, who first met the 
speedway star in 1978. 

Lee has pleaded not guilty 
to raping and assaulting a 
woman in December 2012 
causing her actual bodily 
harm and sexually assault¬ 


ing another woman at a 
speedway awards event in 
November 2011. 

During the trial allega¬ 
tions were made that Lee 
assaulted a woman in a toi¬ 
let, knocking her to the floor 
and injuring her hand be¬ 
fore he tried to put a black 
bin bag over her and then 
raped her. 

He is also accused of 
sexually assaulting another 
woman twice at a speedway 
awards, when he is alleged 
to have put his hand up her 
dress. 

Lee, co-promoter of the 
Mildenhall Fen Tigers, was 
crowned world speedway 
champion in 1980. 

The jury are expected to 
retire today to consider ver¬ 
dicts. 


Rausings race up the Rich List 


NEWMARKET horse breeder 
Kirsten Rausing and her brother, 
Jorn, have crept higher up the 
Sunday Times Super-Rich List. 

The siblings came 12th in 
last year's list when they were 
reported to be worth £5.109 
billion. They are now 8th and 
are said to be worth £8.8 billion. 

Kirsten, 61, and Jorn, 54, are 
on the board of Tetra Laval, the 
packing group of Swedish origin 
LIST: Kirsten Rausing that has its headquarters in 



Switzerland. 

They are the children of the 
late Gad Rausing, who together 
with his brother, Hans, inherited 
Tetra Pak, which later merged 
with Alfa-Laval. 

Kirsten owns Lanwades Stud 
Farm, in Moulton, and chairs 
the Thoroughbred Breeders' 
Association. Jorn, who heads 
Tetra's mergers and acquisition, 
also has a £361 million holding 
in the online retailer, Ocado.

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In the icy footsteps 
of a great explorer

A NEWMARKET man is set to swap 
accounting for the Antarctic next 
year as he takes on a gruelling expe¬ 
dition to follow in the footsteps of Sir 
Ernest Shackleton. 

Tom Lehane, 56, from Newmarket, 
will be joining a four-person team in 
a 1,800 mile expedition to Antarcti¬ 
ca, 100 years after Sir Ernest Shackle- 
ton’s team in 1915. 

Tom and the team, comprising 
of Harriet Coppock, 35, from South 
Derbyshire, Stew Edge, 35, from Lon¬ 
don, and Newall Hunter, 49, from 
The Cotswolds, will be following Sir 
Ernest’s intended route through the 
Antarctic continent via the South 
Pole. 

Tom has already completed five 
of the seven summits challenge, in¬ 
cluding Mount Everest. 

He said: “One of the seven peaks is 
in Antarctica. I decided I wanted to 
climb that and then one thing led to 
another. 

“I spent years looking for people 
who would do it with me and then 
I found a website where I posted 
about it and we got the team togeth¬ 
er.” 

In the 1915 mission, the team, with 
ship ‘Endurance’, became trapped in 
ice and sank ten months later. 

Shackleton and his crew were

forced to abandon the ship and live 
on floating ice. 

Tom added: “The hope is that for 
the last 100 miles we will be walk¬ 
ing with two of the grandaughters of 
James Wordie, a direct descendant of 
Shackleton.” 

While 100 years ago, dogs were 
used to complete the crossing, Tom 
and his team will use specialist kites, 
ensuring the crossing is completed 
before the onset of a “notorious Ant¬ 
arctic winter”. 

Battling through altitudes of 
3,000m, winds of up to 1 OOmph and 


temperatures as low as -40 degrees, 
the journey is set to take 80 days 
through the “windiest, coldest and 
driest weather on the planet”. 

Tom said: “A tough part of this will 
be body temperature management 
so we don’t end up getting too hot or 
too cold. There’s the challenge of en¬ 
durance and purely travelling 1,800 
miles over 90 days. 

“We will be burning between 6,000 
and 7,000 calories each day and 
across the 90 days we expect to lose 
25kg each.” 

And it’s not just cold climates Tom 
has endured - he has also taken on 
the Marathon Des Sables, a multi¬ 
day desert race said to be the “tough¬ 
est footrace on earth” by the Discov¬ 
ery Channel. 

Tom said: “It is a 150-mile race 
across the Sahara in six days. There 
was one day where it was 54 degrees 
and it was tough but it was just an 
amazing thing.” 

In this challenge, the Shackleton 
team will be taking on frozen seas, 
peaks of 9,000 feet, and will be using 
kite surfing to complete some of the 
journey. 

The team are looking for sponsors 
to help them complete the expedi¬ 
tion, which Tom estimates could 
cost between £500,000 and £600,000.

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Even a skydive is no flap 
for 84-year-old Super Ron

AT 84, you wouldn’t blame a 
man for looking forward to 
having a relaxing summer. 

But instead, Ron Cornell is 
set to take to the skies for a 
skydive, raising money for a 
local charity. 

Ron, who will be 85 at 
the time of the skydive, will 
be raising money for The 
Prospects Trust at Snakehall 
Farm, near Reach in Cam¬ 
bridgeshire to mark their 
25th anniversary. 

The 18-acre farm provides 
work based training for peo¬ 
ple with learning difficulties, 
disabilities or health needs, 
and grows fresh vegetables 
including onions, garlic, 
spinach and peas. 

All produce is sold in the 
on-site shop before the 
money made is ploughed 
back into the project. 

On Sunday, June 8, Ron, 
dubbed “Super Ron” by the 
team at Snakehall Farm, 
will lead 24 skydivers up 
to 13,000 feet to help raise 
£25,000 for the Trust in the 
year they will be celebrating 
their 25th birthday. 

Despite his age and a dis¬ 
ability of his own, as well as 
acting as a full-time carer 
for his wife, Ron still makes 
the trip from Hertfordshire 
every week to help out on 
the farm. 

Mark Cornell, farm man¬ 
ager and Ron’s son, said: “He 
is one of our weekly volun¬ 
teers, topping the fields and 
fixing machinery back on 
the farm to gain respite from 
his full time carer responsi¬ 
bilities. 

“He is not just super for

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doing this skydive, but also 
because he is my dad.” 

And while staff at 
Snakewell are in awe of his 
challenge, Ron isn’t fussed. 

He said: “It’s not a problem 
at all. I just decided to do it 
because my grandaughter 
did it. 

“I thought I’d give it a go. 
I’m not worried about it. I’m 
just looking forward to it. I’ll 
be the one that’s jumping 
out first hoping the rest will 
follow.” 

The money raised as a re¬ 
sult of the skydive will be put 
straight back into the farm. 

Rhian Elis, office man¬ 
ager who is also joining Ron 
as one of the 25 Snakehall 
skydivers next month, said: 


“The money raised just 
keeps us going. We are a 
charity and we always need 
money.” 

A skydive isn’t the first 
daredevil stunt that Ron has 
pulled off. 

The grandfather also used 
to race motorbikes when he 
was in the army, and has also 
been passenger in a racecar 
around a racetrack. 

Mark added: “He is pret¬ 
ty much an unsung hero. 
Nothing fazes him.”

Man jailed for growing 
cannabis at his home 


A MAN caught growing 
cannabis in his home said 
it was to raise funds for le¬ 
gal action against the Brit¬ 
ish government, a court 
has heard. 

Officers found 411 plants 
when they raided Keith 
Jones’ home in Barr Drive, 
Lakenheath, on July 17 last 
year. 

The 57-year-old told the 
court that he had been the 
victim of a fraud in 1994, 
which the police had de¬ 
clined to investigate. 

Since then he has needed 
to “keep the wolf from the 
door” as he prepared to 
take legal action. 

Prosecuting, Unyime 
Davies said police had 
found two folders at Jones 
home, one marked ‘Money 
Laundering’ and the other 


‘Weed World’ which con¬ 
tained details of his inter¬ 
net researches into canna¬ 
bis production. 

He admitted buying 
cannabis seeds online but 
claimed he only planned to 
produce more seeds to sell 
- which is not illegal. 

Drug expert Rob Osier, 
who works for Suffolk Po¬ 
lice, estimated the plants 
could produce more than 
£57,000 worth of cannabis 
in a single crop but accept¬ 
ed that the actual amount 
could have been nearer 
£28,000. 

Jones pleaded guilty to 
production of a controlled 
drug. He was sentenced 
to two years in prison and 
will return to court later 
this year for a proceeds of 
crime hearing.

Mildenhall 
crime rate 
is down 
by 16% 

CRIME in Mildenhall has 
fallen by 16 per cent, recent 
figures have shown. 

The overall number of 
recorded crimes in the area 
ha fallen from 128 crimes 
in lanuary 2012 to 107 in 
lanuary 2014. 

Drug offences have de¬ 
creased by 66 per cent. Anti 
social behaviour has also 
almost halved since August 
and violent crime is down 
by 35 per cent. 

Local MP Matthew Han¬ 
cock has welcomed the 
news. 

He said: “I am delighted 
that we are seeing crime 
fall here in Mildenhall and 
across the country. 

“This is down to the hard 
work and dedication of our 
police force, who do a fan¬ 
tastic job.

CARNIVAL TIME: Annual event in May always proves to be hugely popular 


SOHAM is a small market town 
in the south east corner of 
Cambridgeshire, adjoining 
Suffolk and just a few miles away 
from both Ely and Newmarket. 

With evidence of a settlement 
dating back to the Stone Age, 
Soham’s documented history 
begins in 630 AD, when St Felix, 
dubbed The Apostle of the East 
Angles, founded an Abbey in 
what is now Soham, reportedly 
then destroyed during Viking 
raids in East Anglia in 870 AD. 

Fast-forward to the Domesday 
Book in 1086, and Soham is de¬ 
scribed as “Land of the King” 
- among William the Conquer¬ 
or’s most important holdings 
in Cambridgeshire. Flourishing 
as a trade centre, and inland 
port, in the 1400s, the town was 
known as a Royalist stronghold 
during Oliver Cromwell’s time 
in around 1650. 

Other noteable points in So¬ 
ham’s timeline include the ar¬ 
rival of the railway in the town 
in 1879, the opening of the wa¬ 
terworks, bringing piped water 
to the town in 1923, and the 
establishment of Soham Village 
College, one of the first of its 
kind, in 1958.

It is a successful centre for farm¬ 
ing, as well as an urban commu¬ 
nity with modern services and 
amenities. It holds a carnival 
each May and the famous So¬ 
ham Pumpkin Fair every Sep¬ 
tember.

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Councils score 
well in ‘health 
check’ review 


LOCAL government staff from across 
the country have praised West Suffolk’s 
councils. 

St Edmundsbury Borough and Forest 
Heath District Councils opted to take 
part in a free external “health-check”, to 
review how services operate. 

Run by the Local Government Associa¬ 
tion (LGA) and carried out by two coun¬ 
cil leaders, a chief executive, two deputy 
chief executives and an LGA adviser, the 
inspection assessed how the councils 
have continued to work since combining 
some services. 

The councils decided to share staff and 
services, which included slim-lining the 
management structure, in order to save 
£3.5 million a year. 

The report praised the “ambition” of 
the councils, and their “recognition” that 
services had to change to provide what 
local residents want to see. 

Cllr James Waters, leader of Forest 
Heath, said: “Everything we do is with

our tax-payers, our residents, our busi¬ 
nesses in mind. 

“Our priorities are for economic 
growth, for strengthening our families 
and communities, and for establishing 
better housing. 

“This peer review tells us that we are 
getting it right, working more smartly to 
deliver more for each pound.” 

A feedback letter sent to Ian Gallin, 
chief executive at both local authorities, 
from Heather Wills, principal adviser at 
the LGA stated that there was “much to 
be proud of” in West Suffolk. 

The review, which took place during 
November and February, saw the check 
team speak to more than 130 people in¬ 
cluding staff, council members and rep¬ 
resentatives from outside bodies. 

The team also spent around 172 hours 
at council sites, as part of their work.

All site creates a 
‘gateway’ to town

A “GATEWAY into Mildenhall” is set 
to be created as part of a new £2.5 
million project. 

A five-acre site off the Fiveways 
Roundabout on the All at Barton 
Mills will be home to a petrol sta¬ 
tion and McDonald’s restaurant at 
the entrance to a “key route” into 
the town. 

Around 40 jobs are set to be cre¬ 
ated at the £2.5 million project by 
Pigeon Investment Management, 
which is due to be completed next 
year. 

Cllr fames Waters, leader of For¬ 
est Heath District Council (FHDC), 
has welcomed the scheme, made 
possible in part by a grant from 
New Anglia Focal Enterprise Part¬ 
nership (FEP). 

He said: “I am delighted that we 
have been able to work with Pi¬ 
geon to secure the funding for this 
scheme which will provide a gate¬ 
way off the A11 into Mildenhall. 

“In the short term it will provide a 
boost to the construction industry, 
while in the longer term it tidies up 
the entrance of a key route into our 


town, and creates around 40 new 
jobs for people in the Mildenhall 
area.” 

The project is the first to ben¬ 
efit from the FEP small loans fund, 
which is said to enable develop¬ 
ments, which may otherwise have 
been stalled while they looked for 
financial backing, to be kickstarted 
so that work can begin. 

Richard Stanton, the director 
from Pigeon, said: “This is an excit¬ 
ing development of a new motor 


service area to service the newly 
improved All. 

“It has been made possible by Fo¬ 
cal Enterprise Partnership funding 
and will create new jobs and gen¬ 
erate significant economic benefits 
for the local community. 

“This development forms the 
first phase of a larger commercial 
development plan, which we look 
forward to working closely with 
Forest Heath District Council as 
our vision for the site progresses.”

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refused food and would not 
talk to her friends or fam¬ 
ily. It was a heart-breaking 
time, and one, Nicky admits, 
she was lucky to come out of 
alive. “I just wanted to die, 
and was doing quite a good 
job in doing so,” she says. 
“I didn’t know how to com¬ 
municate what I was feeling, 
and felt so ashamed of who 
I was.” 

Although she didn’t know 
it at the time, Nicky was suf¬ 
fering from bi-polar affective 
disorder, and experiencing 
one of the extreme episodes 
of depression which charac¬ 
terise the condition. “I felt 
so helpless and weak,” Nicky 
remembers. “I just didn’t 
know what to do. I really was 
unbearable to be around.” 

These days, it’s hard to im¬ 
agine Nicky plumbing such 
depths of despair; honest, vi¬ 
vacious and warm, an appe¬ 
tite for life exudes from her 
every pore, and she’s great 
company. 

But her eyes shine bright¬ 
est when she talks passion¬ 
ately about her new creativ¬ 
ity and wellbeing website, 
ArtiPeeps. “I’m very proud 
of it,” she smiles. “It’s very 
exciting.” 

An online hub which is 
quickly growing a dedicated 
following of fellow “creative 
souls”, Nicky and her team 
provide unique opportu¬ 
nities for emerging artists 
and writers: be it through 
collaborations, exhibitions, 
publications or installations, 
it’s all about getting people 
to realise their creative po¬ 
tential. 

ArtiPeeps started out as 
a women’s creativity group 
back in 2012. Nicky and her 
friends would meet once a 
month to paint, write po¬ 
etry and generally have a bit 
of a giggle, but in the years 
since it has snowballed. “It 
was a really scary thing for 
me to set it up because I 
hadn’t been well for a long 
time, but I wanted to find my 
purpose,” Nicky explains. 
“I created the website and 
thought only the members 
of my group could see, but in 
fact it was public and I was 
having people from all over 
the world visiting the site. 
I thought ‘There must be 
something in this, because 
obviously people are liking 
what I am providing.’ 

“It’s a real synthesis of my 
past experience and my pas¬ 
sion and belief in creativity,” 
she adds. 

It’s given Nicky a whole 
new lease of life, and, as well 
as her creativity, the artist 
has found her health and 
wellbeing has flourished too. 
She hopes by sharing her sto¬ 
ry, others will see that, even 
during their darkest mo¬ 
ments, there is always light 
at the end of the tunnel. “I 
want to be as open and hon¬ 
est about my bi-polar as pos¬ 
sible, because I have come to 
be able to manage it. That’s 
not to say I won’t get ill or I 
don’t find life difficult, be¬ 
cause I do,” explains Nicky. 
Born and raised in Cam¬ 
bridge, as a child Nicky never 
quite felt like she belonged. 
Painfully shy, she would of¬ 
ten shut herself away from 


the rest of the world, prefer¬ 
ring to spend time lost in her 
own imagination rather than 
playing with her friends. 

With hindsight, Nicky be¬ 
lieves she was suffering from 
a mood disorder even then. 
“I had my first depression 
when I was about 9 years old, 
but didn’t have any treat¬ 
ment and wasn’t seen by 
anyone for years and years,” 
she explains. 

The highs and lows con¬ 
tinued into adulthood, and 
although Nicky tried her best 
to carry on regardless - stud¬ 
ying for a degree in English 
Literature at ARU and work¬ 
ing as a script editor for BBC 
Wales - every so often things 
would come to head. “At the 
time I was living with my 
mother and I basically just 
spurned her,” Nicky remem¬ 
bers. “I couldn’t look peo¬ 
ple in the eye and wouldn’t 
speak.” 

Feeling lost, scared and 
alone, Nicky decided it was 
time she sought help, and 
in 2004 she plucked up the 
courage to go to the doctor. 
They initially told her she 
was suffering from depres¬ 
sion. 

“I will always remember it: 
the doctor said ‘You are suf¬ 
fering from depression’ and 
I remember saying ‘I do have 
depression then? It isn’t just 
me?’ 

“It was like what I was 
feeling was all my fault and 
when she said ‘You have 
depression, you are ill, you 
have something wrong with 
you’ it really did help.” 

Doctors put Nicky on 
anti-depressants, but when 
that didn’t work, she was 
referred to a psychiatrist at 
Addenbrooke’s and eventu¬ 
ally diagnosed with bi-polar. 
Rather than a shock, it was, 
she concedes, “a revelation”. 
“It was like one of those light 
bulb moments,” she smiles. 
“Suddenly it was like ‘That’s 
why I have been so up and 
down, that’s where all my be¬ 
haviour comes from.’ 

“It was a fantastic moment 
and a huge relief because I 
knew who I was and could 
do something about it. I’d 
become my illness and that 
diagnosis, however difficult 
it was with the implications 
attached to it, made me feel 
less helpless.” 

Previously known as 
manic depression, bi-polar 
is a mood disorder which 
manifests itself in episodes 
of extreme depression and 
mania, and is much more 
common than you might im¬ 
agine, with NHS figures re¬ 
vealing one in every hundred 
people in the UK is bi-polar. 

“I could be perfectly OK 
but then it escalates very 
quickly and can take me 
about a year to recover,” ex¬ 
plains Nicky, describing life 
living with the condition. 
“I have the kind of bi-polar 
where I don’t get manias; I 
have hypermanias, which 
are usually followed by epi¬ 
sodes of extreme depression. 

“It taps into your individu¬ 
ality in a very particular way 
and it strikes people in a very 
individual way too, so you 
can’t really pigeonhole the 
symptoms. People want to 


pigeonhole you and say bi¬ 
polar is like this or it’s like 
that, but it isn’t.” 

She adds: “When people 
meet me and I am well, they 
will often say ‘We’d never 
guess you have bi-polar, 
you’re so perky and so hap¬ 
py.’ I guess that’s because it is 
quite a hidden condition in a 
lot of ways.” 

Following her diagnosis, 
Nicky started Cognitive Be¬ 
havioural Therapy (CBT), 
and credits it with getting 
her back on track. “Initially 
it was about addressing your 
behaviour and associating it 
with your emotions. So one 
of the behaviours I had was 
I wouldn’t go into the shops, 
so we looked at rating the 
panic when confronted with 
that situation - so I might 
feel 80 per cent anxious and 
20 per cent ok,” Nicky ex¬ 
plains. 

“Eventually it starts to 
work and the cages you’ve 
wrapped around yourself 
start to loosen.” 

Nicky also meditates, 
writes a journal and tries to 
lead as healthy a life as pos¬ 
sible, all of which, she says, 
helps her to manage the 
condition. “I will probably 
get ill again, but I now have 
the ability to address my 
symptoms every single day.” 

Nicky has managed to find 
her silver lining, but for oth¬ 
ers who find themselves spi¬ 
ralling into depression, what 
would her advice be? 

“Persevere and keep go¬ 
ing, even when you’re feeling 
really low,” Nicky says. 

“You have to hold on to 
the knowledge that it does 
change and it does pass. 

“You have a choice in life 
and depression makes you 
think you don’t. 

“You can choose to take 
your illness head on, to do 
something about it, grow 
with it, and know you can’t 
fix it, but you can live with 
it.”

MARK Grist is ridiculously inventive. 

A former Peterborough teacher turned poet and ethically 
sound rapper (you won't find him spouting anything 
homophobic, misogynistic or racist), Grist has a serious knack 
for wordplay. Oh, and he ticks all the boxes for charisma, 
enthusiasm and lyrical speed. 

First breaking out in 2012 after teaching teenage grime artist 
MC Blizzard a thing or two in a rap battle that went viral (it's 
clocked more than 4 million YouTube views) he spends his time 
challenging the stereotypes of poetry and hip-hop, visiting 
poets' graves and is now bringing his latest show, Rogue 
Teacher, to Cambridge Junction. 

The show, which got rave reviews at the 2013 Edinburgh 
Festival, revolves around Grist's life, going from loving so 
much about being an English teacher, to becoming increasingly 
frustrated with Government policy and the red-taped 
bureaucracy being lashed across classrooms. 

"Eventually, after a lot of telling young people to follow their 
hearts and use their skills and do everything they ever wanted 
to do with their lives, I decided I should do the same," explains 
Grist, who initially left his teaching post for a year. "The show 
is this story of leaving the classroom, realising it was actually 
quite a safe environment and going out into the wide world to 
try to exist as a poet, facing the kind of gruelling poverty and 
bizarre series of hoops you have to jump through in order to 
make a living as an artist." 

He really did go from teaching GCSE English to rap battling 
on YouTube. "I accidentally became kind of pseudo-famous," 
h%says in bemusement. That Blizzard rap, which saw him slam 
the V-year-old with lines like "don't start clicking, I know this 
might look like some kind of extreme babysitting" and "you'd 
still give'^ourself a hernia trying to assemble flatpack furniture" 
while weaffng a suit, mind, transformed everything. 

"All of a sudden people know me as a rap battler instead of 
as a poet," saysjGrist. "No one's really that interested in my 
poetry as such, Tmit people are stopping me in the street and 
asking me to insult them." 

Rogue Teacher gravies with how that sits with him being a 
teacher and "whether that contradicts some of the values you 
originally had." 

Grist explains that he wajnts to inspire people and make them 
realise "we don't really need to do anything that we don't want 
to do; it's quite possible to create our own jobs". 

Starring in a new Channel 4 documentary series with the 
fantastic Mr Drew from Educating Essex has definitely given 
him a challenging element to teaching again. Mr Drew's School 
for Boys takes 11 of the most excluded boys in the country 
and aims to show that no young person should be given up 
on, and that there are always ways to break the cycle of poor 
behaviour. 

"It's really challenging, but it's really exciting as well and it's 
probably one of the toughest things I've ever done in my life," 
explains Grist. "Hopefully it will make people realise these 
families aren't alone, there's lots of behaviour that's stopping 
children from fully engaging and I think some young people 
just get written off and we think that can't be resolved. I hope 
we show there are ways we can fix aspects of this behaviour."

IT’S basically a Jacobean version of Game of 
Thrones . First published in 1633, ’Tis Pity She’s 
a Whore was immediately and raucously slated 
for its bloody, incestuous and corrupt themes. 

While the critics have mellowed towards 
John Ford's seminal play over the intervening 
centuries (yes, it's definitely taken a while), 
and learnt to appreciate it, even today it still 
has elements that will make your stomach 
writhe and your hands leap to your eyes. 

A tragedy of outlawed lovers - brother 
and sister Giovanni and Annabella - patched 
together with murder, deceit and total 
destruction, the Cheek by Jowl Theatre 
Company is restaging their 2012 production 
for a regional tour. 

Devised by Declan Donnellan and Nick 
Ormerod, the doomed siblings trudge towards 
hell in more modern trappings than their 
original counterparts (expect rap music and 
the odd leather-clad stripper), but are just as 
reckless with their choices. 

The Guardian explains the crux of the 
show's enduring fascination: "The greatness 
of Ford's play lies in the fact that it neither 
exculpates nor condemns its amorous siblings: 
it simply presents their passion as something 
inescapably doomed in a hypocritically 
religious world."

THE TWO FACES OF JANUARY 
(I2A, 96 mins) 

LIKE Agatha Christie before her, 
Patricia Highsmith repeatedly 
challenged the moral compass of her 
readers with disturbing psychological 
thrillers that nudged her characters to 
the brink of madness. 

In her debut novel, Strangers On 
A Train, she conceived a seemingly 
perfect murder for every disgruntled 
husband, which Hitchcock brilliantly 
adapted for the big screen. 

Almost 50 years later, Anthony 
Minghella tapped into the disturbing 
sexual undercurrents of her 1955 
novel The Talented Mr Ripley for 
a hauntingly seductively jaunt 
through Italy that netted five Oscar 
nominations. 

The Two Faces Of January was 
published almost a decade after 
Highsmith unleashed her iconic con 
artist, Tom Ripley, and once again, 
she indulges in obsession-fuelled 
skulduggery albeit against a vivid 
backdrop of sun-baked 1960s Athens. 

Hossein Amini's slow-burning film 
version conceals its Machiavellian 
machinations behind an elegant facade 
of impeccable period costumes and 
picturesque cinematography. 

Yet, while this assured directorial 
debut is sweeping in scope, the focus 
of Amini's lean script is the characters' 
strained relationships and notably the 
frayed bonds of trust between two 
men, who must rely on each other to 
escape a hairy predicament of their 


films 



own making. 

The film opens at the Acropolis 
where American businessman Chester 
MacFarland (Viggo Mortensen) and 
younger wife Colette (Kirsten Dunst) 
cut elegant figures on the steps of the 
citadel. 

Greek-speaking guide Rydal (Oscar 
Isaac), who scams unsuspecting 
tourists out of hard-earned drachmas, 
is drawn to the glamorous couple and 
he gladly accepts their invitation to 
dinner. 

At the end of the night, as he makes 
his way home, Rydal discovers Colette 
has mislaid a possession on the back 
seat of the taxi so he asks the driver 
to make a detour to the MacFarlands' 
exclusive hotel. 

Unexpectedly, Rydal walks in 
on Chester moving the seemingly 
unconscious body of a man (David 
Warshofsky) into another room. 

The businessman explains that he 
was protecting his wife. 

Blinded by his infatuation with

Colette, Rydal pledges his help and 
suggests a means to obtain fake 
passports and escape the country. 

As the trio heads for the coast, the 
police give chase. 

"We're joined at the hip," Chester 
assures Rydal. "I get caught, I take 
you down. You get caught, you turn 
me in." 

Shot on location in Greece and 
Turkey, The Two Faces Of January nods 
appreciatively to both Highsmith and 
Hitchcock, ratcheting up tension as the 
two men trade verbal blows in order to 
secure Colette's divided affections. 

Mortensen and Isaac relish these 
fractious exchanges, creating a twisted 
father-son dynamic with Oedipal 
yearnings for Dunst's third wheel. 

Her role feels slightly undernourished 
but she's pivotal to the on-screen 
chicanery and the film's centrepiece 
sequence in subterranean gloom. 

Because it's under the comforting 
cloak of darkness that men's ugly, true 
natures are revealed.
